It is hardly known, ev en to foreig n res­ 
ident..-. 111 Jap an, that that land, which 
has g iv en us so much of art and beauty , 
has lately rev iv ed thecultureof its most 
remarkable 
flower, 
the asag ao, our 
morning g lory . For size, beauty , rang » * 
of color and illimitable v ariety there 
attained this sunrise flower p recedes all 
others until its cultiv ation has become 
a craze, which is likely to sp read to 
other countries, and— who knows—p er­ 
hap s there introduce the current J a p ­ 
anese custom of f> o'clock in the morn­ 
ing teas and g arden p arties. 
Asag ao, the morning flower, is more 
esp ecially Jap an's own blossom than 
the chry santhemum, which, like 
it, 
came from China a» a p rimitiv e sort of 
weed, afterward to bo ev olv ed by J a p ­ 
anese art or mag ic into a floral wonder 
of a hundred v ary ing forms.

The old p oetry and the old art do not 
seem to be p ermeated with it, a- 111 
Jap an, where the forms of v;in *s, bowls 
and cup s, tin* desig ns and p ainting s ot 
the g reatest masters, rep eat theg raceful 
lines of v ine and flower, and score.-- <>1 
famous p oems celebrate the asag ao 111 
written characters as beautiful to the 
ey e as is their sound to the ear. 
The asag ao was broug ht to Jap an 
with the liuddhist relig ion, that p artic­ 
ular cult of early rising . 
Scholars and 
p riests who went ov er to study the new 
relig ion broug ht back the seeds of many 
Chinese p lants. 
The tea p lant eame 
then, and Eisai broug ht the se.-ds of the 
sacred bo tree, and Tai Kwan, the Chi­ 
nese p riest at the Obaku lenip le in L'ji, 
who may hav e introduced the flower to 
Jap an, was out- of the first to sing of 
the asag ao in g raceful outas, classic 
p oems which scholarly brushes rep eat 
today .

Wood, 
the contemp orary o f Daniel 
Lord, Og den Hoffman, William Kent, 
James T. Brady and other disting uish­ 
ed lawy ers of many y ears ag o. The v en­ 
erable Benjamin D. Silliman has de­ 
scribed Gecktfe Wood as being consp ic­ 
uous for his g reat learning , his wonder­ 
ful p ower in stating his cases and his 
mathematical p ower in arg ument. 
He 
was a g reat adv ocate, Frederic K. Cou- 
dert some time ag o told the following 
story of Mr. Wood: “ l e a n remember, 
looking back to early boy hood, that v en­ 
erable fig ure and recall sp eaking to one 
of his contemp oraries about him.

NUT TREES. 


I’lHiit tin* N ut» , a n d th** T rri'H W ill (¡ro w 
A ft i t A w h i le , 
The ag e at which any nut trees come 
into bearing dep ends on the care g iv en 
to tin' trees. Some authorities state that 
15 or 20 y ears are necessary to bring 
them into full bearing from the time 
the nut is p lanted. 
This is a mistake, 
as trees that hav e been well cared for 
should bear a bushel of nuts in ten y ears, 
and the quantity will increase rap idly 
each y ear alter that time. 
Some iiersons may enjoy raising these 
trees from seed. 
To be sure it is rather 
a slow p iooess, but it is interesting 
work. When p lanting Sie nuts, if they 
hav e thin shells be p erfectly sure that 
they hav e not dried cut at all. The best 
p lan is to g et them as soon as they Op en 
and p lant them at cnee. 
When this is 
not p ossible, k 
p them in moist sand or 
in sawdust until they can be started. 
Butternuts, walnuts, hickory nuts and 
til berth, being hard shelled, will keep in 
g rowing condition 
much long er, but 
should be p lanted in the fall, as they 
g erminate better when allowed to freeze, 
as that cracks the shell. 
The fall p lanting is nature’s own 
p lan, and the nearer we follow her way s 
the better results we may ex p ect. 
An­ 
other thing , do not p lant the nuts deep . 
Nature drop s them on the surface and 
g iv es them a thick cov ering of leav es in 
which the dirt catches as it blows about, 
then the snow cov ers all and help s the 
leav es to decay and form a cov ering of 
leaf mold for the tree to g row in. 
It is not p racticable for any of us to 
try to raise all these kinds of nuts, but 
select the ones most likely to succeed in 
our climate, and by p rop er care and a t ­ 
tention make a success of it.

our children will and theirs after them
